SHIPPING magnate Sammy Ofer has 
died, just weeks before he was due 
to attend the opening of a new wing 
at the National Maritime Museum in 
Greenwich - a £35 million project to 
which he contributed £21 million. 

Mr Ofer, 89, died at his home at Tel Aviv, 
Israel, on Friday June 3, after a long illness. 
He had been due to attend the opening 
ceremony of the new wing named after 
him on July 12. He had also contributed 
millions of pounds to the restoration of 
the Cutty Sark. 

Lord Sterling, chairman of the Maritime 
Museum, said: “We were deeply saddened 
to hear the news that Sammy Ofer died 
early on Friday morning. He was a very 
close personal friend of mine and had been 
ill for some considerable time and had 
grown very frail. 

“It nevertheless gives us all great 
pleasure that we were able to have the 
cornerstone ceremony for the new wing 
last year, enjoyed by Sammy and his whole 
family.” 

Greenwich Council leader Chris Roberts 
said: “Sammy Ofer’s commitment and 
support to the maritime heritage of 
Greenwich is almost unsurpassed. 

“I am delighted that he was able to 
witness the progress of both the South 
West Wing of the National Maritime 
Museum which will bear his name, and the 
Cutty Sark to which he also contributed. 
The NMM expansion simply could not 
have taken place without his generous 
support.”

New project help for the homeless 


HOMELESSNESS charity 
Thames Reach is working 
with Greenwich and 
Lewisham Councils to 
help people find homes. 

The £40,000 project will 
aim to broaden access to 
shared properties in the 
private rented sector for 
homeless people, targeting 
18-35-year-olds who cannot 
afford self-contained flats 
as a result of new housing 
benefit restrictions and 
changes to the local housing 
allowance. 


It is intended to help people 
move on with their lives by 
both finding them private 
rented sector properties and 
supporting them in their new 
homes. 

This will free up spaces 
in hostels and supported 
housing for other vulnerable 
homeless people and make 
more effective use of 
available resources. 

Bill Tidnam, Thames Reach’s 
director of housing and 
community support, told GT: 
“We’re really happy to build 


on the work that we have 
already done with Greenwich 
by helping homeless people 
quickly into accommodation 
where they can get on with 
their lives.” 

Cllr Steve Offord, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for housing, said: “We are 
pleased to be involved in 
this project to help tackle 
the significant and growing 
shortage of decent and 
affordable accommodation 
for single homeless people. 
“Housing benefit changes 


mean that many more 
people will need this type 
of housing support, so 
I encourage interested 
landlords to speak to us and 
sign up to this important 
scheme.”

Huge liner docks in Greenwich

A HUGE luxury cruise liner 
has spent five days moored 
at Greenwich Ship Tier, the 
mooring buoy in the middle 
of the River Thames just 
off Greenwich. 

It happened last week, while 
passengers from ‘The World’ 
disembarked to visit the town 
and go sightseeing in London. 

The visit put renewed focus 
on plans for a new cruise liner 
terminal at Enderby Wharf, 
the former Alcatel site in 
Christchurch Way, Greenwich. 

The terminal is due to open 
in 2012 - and ‘The World’ has 
already made a booking to 
berth there for 2013. 

The Enderby Wharf project 
is a first for London, providing 
capacity for one cruise ship and 
two Thames Clippers to berth. 


Attracting more visits by 
cruise ships is an important 
part of the development, and 
Greenwich Council is working 
closely with West Properties to 
take it forward. 

Greenwich is the only place 
on the Thames where a ship 
this size can moor, greatly 
enhancing the borough’s 
ability to attract similar 
vessels. 

The development will cover 
52,000 square metres of floor 
space and include a 251- 
room hotel with conference 
facilities, plus a gym, training 
workshops, a creche, a visitor 
centre and a restaurant and 
bar. The liner terminal will 
be able to take ships up to 240 


metres in length, typically 
with between 800 and 900 
passengers. 

They will either be beginning 
or ending their cruises in 
central London, or visiting 
the capital en-route to other 
destinations. 

Last week’s arrival at 
Greenwich Ship Tier by The 
World also brought a goodwill 
visit by the Mayor of Greenwich, 
Cllr Jim Gillman, who went 
aboard with his wife Janet to 
present the captain and crew 
with a commemorative plaque 
on behalf of the borough. 

Tourist Information staff 
also went on board to provide 
passengers with information 
about visiting Greenwich. 


The liner is the only private 
residential community-at-sea 
where its residents can travel 
the globe without ever leaving 
“home”. 

It carries about 200 passengers 
and is split up into 165 private 
residences - people effectively 
live on board for part of the 
year. 

Since it first set sail in 2002, 
The World has visited more 
than 800 ports in about 140 
countries 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
culture and Olympics, told 
GT: “Tourism is vital for our 
borough, and the Enderby 
Wharf project means we will 
be able to attract more large 
cruise ships such as The World, 
which will bring important 
new business to Greenwich.”

Parents of Plumstead toddler target £60,000 for life-changing op 


A DOTING couple from Plumstead 
are hard at work to raise the cash 
to send their son to America for a 
life-changing operation. 

Toddler Harry Bailey was born two- 
and-a-half years ago with cerebral palsy, 
and cannot walk unaided. 

His parents, Chris and Shane know his 
condition will only get worse, unless 
they can reach their target of £60,000 
for the groundbreaking treatment which 
isn’t available in the UK. 

They’ve got off to a great start, raising 
nearly £20,000 in the first month of 
the campaign which they are running 
through the Caudwell Children charity. 

Mum Shane told GT: “Harry really has 
got so much energy, but at the moment 
he’s confined to his walking frame so he 
can’t use it all as he’d like to. It’s just his 
legs holding him back.” 

The lad’s condition means that his toes 
are constantly outstretched and he can’t 
put his feet flat on the floor. 

The state-of-the-art procedure at the St 
Louis hospital in Missouri will see the 
nerves in his spinal column tested, and 
any bad or malfunctioning ones will be 
severed. 

Shane added: “The operation will 
give his brain a clear pathway to send 
messages to his legs, it will be like he’s 
got new legs once he’s had it done, so 
we’ve got to try our upmost to give him 
that chance.” 

Without the op, Harry will require 
physiotherapy for the rest of his life, and 
will probably be in a wheelchair within 
five years. 

The pair’s relentless energy has seen 
them hold events at fairs and fetes, and 
even a camel racing night, which netted 
£400 for the cause. 

“Because we’ve had such a good start, 
we don’t want it just to die down, we 
want to keep the momentum going,” 
Shane said. 

Every penny counts, and the Baileys

have even put a swear box in the kitchen 
to keep the total rising. 

Dad Chris, 45 joked: “There’s only a 
couple of quid that’s gone in there - and 
after Harry was in bed, of course!” 

Mum Shane added: “He’s a right little 
character - he’s even started smacking 
his legs and saying ‘Doctor, fix my legs’! 

“I just can’t wait to get this operation 
done, because as a mum I know, 100 
per cent that this is really going to help 
him.” 

Shane, 38, is hoping to have raised the 
total by the end of the year, but Chris is 
more cautious. “Once we’ve got £30,000 
in the fund we can book the operation, 
and there will be enough money to pay 
the deposits,” he said.

• BEFORE the introduction of Dog 
Control Orders in 2009, the council 
carried out widespread public 
consultation. This led to measures to 
balance the needs of residents to enjoy 
the borough’s parks and open spaces 
and the needs of dog owners to exercise 
their dogs.

MOVE Europe is the UK-based charity 
which set up the annual event, and 
whose programme teaches disabled 
children the skills that most of us 
take for granted - sitting, standing and 
walking. 

Teacher and MOVE co-ordinator at the 
school, Katie Chapman told GT: “This 
is a really fun way for the children to 
celebrate their achievements - 
one lad has just taken his first 
steps today. 

“They love dressing up and 
doing activities with their 
friends - they are having a great 
time.” 

The ongoing scheme teaches the 
skills of transferring to the very 
best of each child’s ability, 
and each child works 
towards their own 
personal goals whether 
it be to lift their head 
independently, or 
to walk a short 
distance. 

Katie added: “The 
results we see every day 
are amazing. It might not 
sound like much, but seeing 
your child sit on a normal chair, 
or stand up by holding onto the 


edge of the table, is a life-changing 
moment for parents of those with 
severe disabilities. 

“To these children, improved mobility 
means the chance to play with their 
friends and siblings and to explore 
their own environment, at their own 
pace.”

LIFE-SAVERS: PCSO Dan Piper and PC James Bi

WOOLWICH bobbies 
came to rescue and saved 
a woman’s life when she 
collapsed outside the train 
station. 

PC James Brown and PCSO 
Dan Piper were on patrol when 
a 62-year-old woman suddenly 
collapsed outside the DLR and 
BR train station in Woolwich 
town centre. 

The woman, who was meeting 
a friend outside the station 
suddenly felt unwell. 

PCSO Piper was alerted by 
a member of the public who 
was shouting for help. He was 
only yards away from Vincent 
Road, SE18 and immediately 
called for assistance. 

PC Brown was also patrolling 
close by and arrived 
immediately on the scene. 

The woman, who was meeting 
a friend outside the station 
suddenly felt unwell and the 
two officers immediately 
started resuscitation 

procedures when they realised 
she had no pulse. Both officers 
continued to perform CPR 
before the ambulance crew 
took over. 

The woman is now recovering 
in hospital. Both officers 


visited her and met her family 
who were grateful for their 
assistance. 

Paramedics and doctors have 
confirmed that the actions 
taken by the officers saved 
the woman’s life by restarting 
her breathing and pulse which 
had ceased. 

PC Brown, 37, who was a 
children’s entertainer before 
he joined the Met in 2001, said: 
“When Dan and I arrived, we 
knew we had to act quickly. In 
these situations the adrenaline 
just kicks in and you know 
that whatever you do next 
can make a huge difference 
to someone and their family. 
The training just kicks in. We 
were relieved when we felt a 
slight pulse after the CPR and 
we both knew we had done our 
best.” 

He added: “This incident 
just makes the job worth it. 
If I retire in 20 years and I 
have done nothing else, I will 
always remember the day 
I tried my level best to give 
someone a chance to live.” 

PCSO Piper, 24, was a builder 
before he joined the Met nearly 
5 years ago and said: “We 
visited the hospital today and 
were able to meet the woman 
and her family. They were all 
very grateful. I can’t describe 
it how it feels when someone

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Dentist sentenced for deception 


A 35 year old dentist has been found 
guilty of deception and money 
laundering after an investigation by 
Greenwich police and Gallions Housing 
Association. 

Esther Hagan Brown of Pennington 
Road, Hartford, Cambridgeshire, was 
sentenced on May 17 at Woolwich 
Magistrate Court to 200 hours 
community service and ordered to pay 
£85, after a lengthy investigation by 
detectives in the Greenwich Financial 
investigation Unit. 

Ms Brown had contacted Gallions 
Housing in 2005 and explained that 
she was in need of accommodation. 
Gallions were unaware that she was in 


fact a property owner and was renting 
her own property. She proceeded 
to sublet the accommodation that 
Gallions had provided, making a profit, 
whilst living in Hartford with her 
husband. 

Information first came to light when a 
Gallions employee became suspicious 
and after various checks and a police 
investigation, Ms Brown was arrested 
on February 7. 

Gallions’ chief executive, Tony 
Cotter, said: “We provide homes for 
individuals in need of affordable 
housing and regularly work with the 
relevant agencies, including the police, 
to stamp out unlawful subletting and 


benefit fraud. This is an excellent 
example of our joined-up approach. 

This property will now be let to a 
household on the housing register. I 
am pleased with our success so far”. 
Cllr Maureen O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community safety, 
said: “This investigation by local police 
and Gallions means that a property can 
now be rented to someone who really 
needs it.” 

Detectives have contacted the British 
Dental Association and notified them 
of Ms Brown’s convictions.

A STRAIGHT-SHOOTING 
exhibition is opening at 
the Firepower museum in 
Woolwich, this Friday (June 
17), writes Dick Townsend- 
Smith. 

Gunners Today explains the 
role of the Royal Artillery 
in the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, and tells the 
stories of ordinary soldiers 
who have served there in the 
front line. 

The display at the museum 
on the Royal Arsenal marks 
the tours of duty undertaken 
by the Royal Artillery since 
1982. This first part focuses 
on the ‘ordinary’ soldier and 
his and her experiences. This 
includes the development 
of the guns and technology 
used during each of the 
campaigns, and the life of 
a modern gunner before, 
during and after a campaign, 
told in their own words. 
Future phases of the 
exhibition will include other 
campaigns including the 
Falklands War, Northern 
Ireland, the First Gulf 
War, Sierra Leone and the 
Balkans. 

The exhibition is due to be 
officially opened on Thursday 
evening at a reception for 
military and civic guests. 

This is due to be followed by 
a gun display and a musical 


performance starting at 
6pm involving the Royal 
Artillery Band and the 
Pipes and Drums of 19 and 
40 Regiments of the Royal 
Artillery. 

Members of the public will 
be able to watch the soldiers, 
in combat dress, rehearsing 
for the musical event in the 
square outside the museum 
from 2-3pm on Thursday. 
During the evening reception 
Gunner Steven Gadsby of 40 
Regiment Royal Artillery, is 
due to present his recently- 
awarded Conspicuous 
Gallantry Cross, second only 
to the Victoria Cross, to the 
museum. Gunner Gadsby was 
part of a foot patrol in May 
2009 that came under fire 
and sustained two casualties. 
His decision to collect 
and carry the two injured 
soldiers individually across 
a temporary foot bridge, in 
full view of the enemy, gave 
the two casualties the very 
best chance of survival. In 
trying to rescue his injured 
colleagues, Gunner Gadsby 
was said to have displayed 
the most incredible courage, 
bringing honour to himself 
and to the regiment. 

The exhibition runs until the 
end of next year.

SECONDARY school 
education across 
Greenwich borough is 
set to be transformed. 
Young people aged 
1 1 to 18, along with 
residents of every age 
and from all parts of 
the community, will 
be able to share in the 
benefits of the massive 
“Building Schools for 
the Future” programme. 
It is funding more 
classroom space, plus 
state-of-the-art sports 
halls, along with IT, 
creative arts and media 
suites, to five secondary 
schools in Greenwich. 
PAT GREENWOOD went 
to see the first of the 
new-look campuses at 
Crown Woods College. 




O NE of the UK’s first 
comprehensive schools has 
fast-forwarded into the hi-tech 
21st century - and it has moved 
centre-stage on its own site at the same 
time. 

Crown Woods College is the first project 
to be built through Greenwich’s Building 
Schools for the Future (BSF) programme. 

Its new honey-brick campus now 
stands tall above Bexley Road, Eltham, 
where its sports fields used to be and is 
set for an official opening later in the 
summer term. 

It’s a new concept in “small is beautiful” 
design, comprising four 450-pupil ‘home 
schools’. 

Each has multi-use classrooms and 
space for private study, project work or 
small group learning, a lecture theatre 
seating 90, and specialist facilities for 
science, design technology and arts. 

‘Ashdown’, ‘Delamere’, ‘Sherwood’ and 
‘Arden’ have been named after an old 
house system which once operated at the 
former school. 

The first three home schools are for 
pupils aged 11 to 16, and includes one for 
higher ability students, while Arden is a 
building for post-16 pupils. 


There’s also a central ‘Crown Building’, 
where there are two drama studios and 
a large performance hall with flexible 
stage and seating along with a ‘William 
Morris’ school for construction, design 
and technology, art and photography. 

The ‘Symphony’ building includes 
music suites, recording studios, practice 
rooms and recital rooms. 

Everything is linked via colonnaded 
walkways and landscaping, including a 


large sensory garden close to both the 
Symphony building and to the Arden 6th 
Form complex. 

The school is fully networked, so that 
computer-aided learning, on PCs and 
laptop computers, can take place on in 
any part of the site. And all classrooms 
and lecture theatres have an interactive 
whiteboard. 

Now phase two of the transformation 
begins. 


The 60-year-old comprehensive site 
round the corner on Riefield Road is to 
be demolished to create playing fields 
to complement the college’s new 2012 
Sports Centre. This has a main hall with 
indoor courts for basketball, volleyball, 
badminton, gymnastics, as well as 
electronic scoreboard, changing areas 
and fitness science suites. 

Additional investment by Greenwich 
Council, as part of the borough’s Olympic 
legacy, has helped to bring the facilities 
up to regional competition standard for 
basketball, with flexible seating for 450 
spectators. 

From the Autumn these sports 
facilities will be open to use by the 
wider community in the evenings and at 
weekends. 

The new Crown Woods College scores 
high nationally on its sustainability 
design rating. Features include a state- 
of-the-art “bio-mass” boiler which runs 
on compressed natural energy pellets 
made from recycled materials, and the 
lighting in each building automatically 
dims if the sun’s rays are strong. 

Crown Woods principal Michael Murphy 
said: “The design, layout and operation 
of the school has been created to offer 
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mures 



P UPILS who moved into the new 
building just after Easter, were 
happy to be tour guides of their new 
building. 

GT toured the campus in the company of 
14-year-old Ronnie Cooper, and 12-year- 
olds Ellie Smith and Aji Shotayo, along 
with the college’s deputy principal 
Stuart Munday.

When pupils 
first moved to the school after Easter 
they weren’t sure what to expect at first 
but they have responded well to the 
human scale of the school. It makes it 
easier to feel part of the school and easier 
to find your way around. We’ll really see 
the benefit of that when the new Year 7

He said: “If a visiting basketball team 
comes in, we can now watch everyone 
play.” 

Each of the small schools has its own 
head boy and head girl and deputies, as 
well as the prefects. There will also be 
a new system of “tutor prefects” which 
will give students the option of going 
to each other for advice as well as to an 
adult. 

James Morgans, 15, the deputy head boy 
of ‘Delamere’, was on work experience 
with GT during the week of our tour. 
James, from Plumstead, said: “The 
buildings are very sleek. My message 
to everyone is ‘Just enjoy yourselves, 
make friends and don’t get worried 
about all the changes’. 

“We are all in this together - and it’s 
going to be great!” 

Sixth Former Sam Parsfield, 17, likes 
the new ‘Arden’ complex. 

Sam, who is studying for a level-3 
qualification in Health and Social 
Care, told us: “I like the tables and 
chairs for study outside the classrooms, 
and everything is bigger, lighter and 
airier.” 

Casey Scott, 18, was in the final stages 
of submitting the assessed work 
for her ‘A’ level photography exam 
when GT visited. Casey, who is off in

Cllr Chris Roberts, Leader of Greenwich 
Council, said: “The new facilities and 
buildings at Crown Woods provide a 
perfect illustration of how Greenwich 
Council is working with local schools to 
provide first-class learning and teaching 
facilities fit for the 21st century. Crown 
Woods has excellent relations with the 
local community, and this will be further 
strengthened through the access that the 
school will soon offer to local people for 
its superb new facilities.”

September to study dance at London 
Theatre School in central London, says 
moving into the new school buildings 
has been a real help with her exams. 

“The facilities are so much better, and 
it’s great to have the classrooms and 
dark room right next to one another. All 
the extra equipment made it so much 
easier when assembling me portfolio 
of work - it meant I could do all the 
viewing and enlarging on one place.” 
Deputy Principal Stuart told us: “You 
simply can’t compare the old Crown 
Woods with this. Staff are massively 
enthusiastic, this is a brilliant design, 
and pupils are going up to the top floors 
and looking over to their old buildings 
and saying how different it all is.” 

Other major changes at Crown Woods 
College include a new college logo 
(a crown topped with tree branches) 
and new school colours - purple for 
Delamere, red for Ashdown and blue for 
Sherwood, as depicted in the badges and 
in the boys’ ties and the girls’ blouses. 
Lunchtime for everyone has been 
extended to 50 minutes and each home- 
school uses the restaurant at different 
times to avoid long queues. 

Existing community classes continue to 
run at the new campus, and there will be 
a public open day on July 9 for people to 
find out more about the school’s growing 
links with its 
neighbourhood. 

The college is full 
for this autumn’s 
Year 7 intake and 
there is now a 
waiting list. The 
new recruits will 
be coming in for an 
induction day before 
the end of term. 
Potential 2012 
students and their 
parents and carers 
will be invited 
to open days in 
September. 


New campuses to come 


THERE are four other schools in 
Greenwich's BSF programme: 

• Thomas Tallis school in Kidbrooke is 
being fully rebuilt, with the new building 
due to open in Autumn 2011. The overall 
scheme, including demolition of the old 
building, will be completed in Summer 
2012 

• At Eltham Hill Technology College, 
substantial parts of the school are being 
rebuilt, and the rest of the school will 
be refurbished. Work is well underway, 
and the school will move into parts of 


the new buildings from September 2012. 
The whole scheme is due for completion 
in Summer 2013 

• Plumstead Manor School is being 
substantially refurbished with the first 
phase due to be completed in September 
2011, and the full scheme finished in 
Summer 2013 

• The John Roan School in Greenwich is 
due to be partly rebuilt, with the rest of 
the school refurbished. This proposed 
scheme is subject to final Government 
approval of the funding.

When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations

Taking Stock 

Up-and-coming actor Ben Stock divides his time between Charlton and 
Cornwall, directing, acting and helping students with their own careers. 
It looks like a recipe for success. Peter Cordwell went to meet him... 



WITH some 
actors you tend 
to think, a little 
uncharitably, that 
they spend most 
of their time “resting” between 
roles - and, having flunked 
the Gielgud factor, don’t mind 
sharing top billing with the 
sofa and the fridge. 

Not Ben Stock. He hits you like 
a walking exclamation mark 
and you get the immediate 
impression that if he’s not just 
come from somewhere he’s on 
his way to somewhere else. 

Our own meeting was put 
off for several weeks as he 
arrived back from panto in 
Hastings then had to shoot off 
for a lengthy gig in Carlisle, 
in Stepping Out by Richard 
Harris. 

When he’s not an ugly sister 
or the sole male in a class of 
10 learning to tap dance, he 
works for the The Centre, a 
performing arts college near 
the Thames Barrier. Not far 
from his home of 11 years in 
Woolwich. 

And he’s not averse to some 
office work or playing the 
piano on cruises. Oh, and then 
there’s St Ives. He goes there 
whenever he can to work with 
and direct a youth group. 

“I’ve been out of work, of 
course I have,” says Ben, “but 
I can only remember one week 
when I claimed the dole. 

“We had Jimmy Osmond in 
the panto at the White Rock in 
Hastings. Hated the costume, 
hated the tights, hated the 
wig, hated the make-up but 
loved it. It was my second ugly 
sister. I did it the year before 
in Wolverhampton with the 
Krankies, who were great and 
very generous in giving you 
some of their good lines.” 

St Ives calls Ben - who was 
born in Bristol and went to 
drama school in Guildford 
- three or four times a year. 
“There’s a massive youth 
theatre there called Kidz R 
Us,” he says, “There’s 88 of 
them putting on five shows a 
year. They get money from the 
Cornish Government to get 
professionals like me to come 
down and work with them.” 
He’s been invited to Cornwall 


cream teas, visit galleries, 
talk to fishermen - Life of Riley 
really! 

“It’s a long way - eight hours 
door to door - but I still want 
to do it for as long as I can. 
They understand if I get other 
work and have to miss a day 
or two.” 

Back in SE18, Ben teaches 
ensemble singing at The 
Centre. He also preaches what 
he practices: “The third-years 


are about to leave and promote 
themselves in the world, so 
I tell them they have to go 
where the work is.” 

His own latest example is a 
day’s recording for an audio 
book. He says: “I play the 
piano. It’s totally random but 
that’s the sort of thing you’ve 
got to be open for. 

“The pay varies but that’s 
part of it too. Next week I’m 


invigilating at the Shooters 
Hill Post 16 campus. I got that 
after temping there before 
with office work. 

“I couldn’t just work in a bar 
when I’m not acting. That 
doesn’t do it for me.” 

What did do it for him was 
a successful audition for 
the Dame Edna Show in the 
West End after being spotted 
playing piano (putting himself 
about again) at the Yvonne 
Arnaud riverside restaurant in 
Guildford. 

He didn’t know it at the time, 
but it all started for Ben when 
his parents “battered it into 
me” to learn the piano. 

“In later years it led to acting 
work because they wanted 
someone who could play the 
piano. My teacher was very 
good but a right dragon,” he 
adds. 

“She told us I should have 
singing lessons and no-one in 
the Stock household was brave 
enough to say no.” 

That led to drama and tap- 
I I dancing lessons and to the

I I today. “When I started I 
I wanted to be a huge star, 

I that’s what everybody 
I wants, but really it’s always

THE KINGS AND I: 
grizzle-voiced 


# IT had been a long 
wait for Kings of 
Leon fans after a 
blaze on the band’s 
tourbus put the 
kibosh on a gig at The 02 some 
10 months ago. 

The Tennessee band made it 
back to the venue on June 1, and 
while not making an apology 
for the delay as such, gravel- 
throated singer Caleb Followill 
did suggest the crowd were 
better off waiting: “I know we 
were meant to play here some 
time ago, but I think I’m a lot 
better looking now,” he joked. 
Without my Harry Potters on, 
and being some distance from 
the stage, I can’t say I noticed 
whether the singer was visibly 
more attractive or not - perhaps 
he’d been to the gym and had a 
facial, but with all the strobing 
and the jumping around it was 
hard to tell. Clearly though, 
confidence in the band’s camp is 
at an all time high. 

Much to the chagrin of KoL’s 
original fanbase, over the 
past two albums the Southern 
family band have forsaken the 
gnarly garage rock for a more 
stadium orientated sound which 
has broadened their appeal 
somewhat. Sold out, some might 
say. 

So it was a welcome surprise 
when they kicked off the set 
in fine fashion with a selection 
of material from the first two 
albums (their best two), playing 
Four Kicks, Taper Jean Girl, 

The Bucket and Spiral Staircase 
back-to-back. It’s testament 


to the band that they can still 
condense the same energy into 
a set of songs they have played 
for the best part of a decade, and 
distil the same joie de vivre they 
had when it was all new and 
exciting and they were playing 
the toilets of Britain on their 
first tour. 

The transition from Old 
Kings to New Kings was not 
completely seamless however. 
There was a collective shoulder 
slump from the previously 
baying mob when the band 
launched into one of the lesser 
numbers from their latest 
album, Come Around Sundown. 
It was a comedown after the 
breathless start to the set. 

The two incarnations of the 
group are just so different: how 
can a transition from beardy 
introverts to The New U2 be 
completely smooth? It can’t. 
There had been a real effort 
to change some of the older 
numbers to fit in with the 
second part of the set which 
was largely made up of album 
four and five material. At times 
it was successful - a virtual 
solo spot for Caleb in Trani was 
honed brilliance, while a rock- 
steady version of breakthrough 
hit Molly’s Chambers sailed 
too close to Lynyrd Skynyrd 
for comfort. The track’s quirky 
charm had been substituted for 
MOR soup. 

It was no surprise then that 
the material from the Kings’ 
pivotal third record, Only By 
The Night, sat most comfortably 
in the varied set. The acoustic 


guitar-led groove of Fans is 
understandably still a crowd 
favourite, and the challenging 
rhythm and primal howl of 
Charmer sounded as fresh as 
when it was released. 

Perhaps the biggest clue to 
how KoL’s appeal has changed 
was in the footwear of the 
crowd: sandals. Lots of people 
wearing flip-flops and sandals. 
Sure, standing or sitting at the 
back it’s almost excusable, but 
this was a few rows from the 
front. Now, I’m no expert, but 
I had heard that at the sweaty 
nucleus of a rock concert there 
might be the possibility of some 
pushing and shoving, dancing, 
and even god forbid - jumping. 
So it might have been expected 
that this was to be a sanitised 
and corporate affair, what with 
all the beach attire adorning the 
throng, but praise be, once the 
four-piece fired into Four Kicks 
at breakneck speed, the masses 
went up almost as one, bar a 
few statuesque tall blokes who 
looked like they’d been dragged 
along by their girlfriends. 

The Followill gang left the stage 
before coming back for the 
encore to play the hit that so 
many had come to see. It was a 
shrewd move to save Sex on Fire 
until the second-to-last song, 
because even before the band 
had launched into the opening 
bars of the superb closer, Black 
Thumbnail, hundreds of black- 
toenailed sandal-wearers were 
gingerly rushing for the exits.

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I HAVE always 
loved Elkie Brooks. 
Pearl’s a Singer, 
Gasoline Alley, 

Warm and Tender 
Love, I remember 
them all. So when I 
heard she was coming to the 
Blackheath Halls, I rushed 
out to buy tickets. A frisson 
of doubt bothered me. Well 
into her sixties, how good 
would she be? I need not 
have worried, the power of 
her voice pushing back the 
years, her unaccompanied 
finale quite magnificent. 
Success did not come easily 
to the Salford-born, Elaine 
Bookbinder, who left home at 
1 5 to follow her dreams. Nearly 
twenty years of support roles 
followed until 1977, when 
finally she recorded the song 
that was to make her name, 
Pearl’s A Singer. The Pearls 
album that followed catapulted 
Elkie to stardom, staying 
79 weeks in the charts and 
making Elkie the then biggest 
selling UK female artist 
of all time. Global success 
proved elusive however, with 
an over-reliance on cover 
versions and her preference 
for middle-of-the-road 
ballads. Playing to a full house 
of 400 devotees, the evening 
got going with two tracks from 


her new album, Powerless, 
and then moved on to her own 
versions of Chris Rea’s, Fool if 
You Think It’s Over, and Procul 
Harum’s, Nights in White 
Satin. But Elkie is at her best 
with her own material - her 
rendition of Warm and Tender 
Love, one of the highlights of 
the evening. Comfortable and 
at ease on stage, she moved 
seamlessly from one track to 
another, the velvet-sounding 
voice as luxuriant as ever, 
the tones as rich, the 
rearrangements to suit her 
range, only minimal. 

Apart from the obligatory 
rendition of Pearl, part two 
focussed on the new album, 
with an outstanding delivery 
of the eponymous single. 

While her repartee was 
limited (“the shopping in 
Blackheath is great”), no-one 
stays in the business for over 
five decades without being 
talented and Elkie still has 
that in abundance. Equally 
professional is her six-piece 
band, with Steve Jones on sax 
and Melvin Duffy on guitar 
particularly impressive. The 
venue is unique, the location 
superb, the community 
supportive. Quite why the 
concert halls are not full every 
night of the week is entirely 
beyond me. 7/10 DM

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African police 
patrol Greenwich 

Top cops from Ghana come to the 
borough to observe local operations

TOP cops from Ghana have 
been seeing how the borough 
operates its successful Safer 
Neighbourhoods scheme. 

They want to introduce a similar 
scheme in the Ghanaian capital 
Accra, and came to Greenwich to 
see how it works. 

Greenwich is twined with the 
port of Tema five miles from the 
Ghanaian capital. 

Two officers from the capital 
spent time on local streets to 
see how police here tackle the 
priorities set by their local panels, 
and take immediate action 
on intelligence related to the 
neighbourhood they patrol. 

Chief Superintendent 

Mohammed Suraji and 
Superintendent Kwame Tawiah 
went on patrol in Greenwich town 
centre with PS Steve Henning and 
PCSO Francesca Ramsey. 

Chief Inspector Kevin Hobson 
who arranged the tour of 
Greenwich, said: “Our African 


colleagues were shown how 
the Greenwich West Safer 
Neighbourhoods team operates in 
the middle of a busy, worldwide- 
known town centre, looking after 
the needs of residents, tourists 
and local businesses whilst 
keeping crime down.” 

Their visit comes weeks after 
the publication of annual crime 
figures which show a reduction 
in several areas of crime in the 
borough. 

Superintendent Kwame Tawiah 
of the Ghana Police Community 
Policing Unit, said: “This visit has 
given us the opportunity to learn 
how community policing is done 
with the involvement of all the 
stakeholders, who join forces to 
make communities safer.” 

Cllr Maureen O ’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
environment and community 


safety, told GT: “We are delighted 
that our Safer Neighbourhoods 
scheme, which the council 
supports and promotes, has 
impressed the police in the home 
of our twin town Ghana.” 

Greenwich twinned with Tema 
in 2000 to mark the Millennium 
because the port is on the 
Meridian line. The twinning 
relationship has brought a better 
understanding and awareness of 
the different cultures, history and 
language of each place, and youth 
exchanges take place every year.

Thames to display their power, 
patronage and pageantry. 

It will bring together a wealth 
of paintings, manuscripts and 
rare and beautiful objects, 
including 49 items from the 
Royal Collection, many of 
which will be on public display 
for the first time. 

The exhibition runs from April 
27 to September 9, and will be 
open to the public throughout 
the London 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games. It coincides 
with The Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee and the museum’s 75th 
anniversary. 

Other items on show will be 
Handel’s autographed score 
for the Music for the Royal 
Fireworks from the British 
Library, the magnificent 
carvings from the Royal 
Yacht Victoria and Albert III, 
and a collection of artworks

Stroke victims’ new unit 


STROKE sufferers in Greenwich can now get 
emergency treatment during the vital first 
few hours of an attack at a new acute unit, 
before being transferred to the specialist 
unit at Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich. 

The South London Healthcare NHS Trust 
has just opened its Hyper Acute Stroke 
Unit - one of only nine in London - at the 
Princess Royal University Hospital, Bromley. 
There will be six beds to begin with plans for 
another eight in the autumn. 

Patients admitted to the unit will be cared 
for by highly-trained medical and nursing 
staff, as well as have access to potentially 
life-saving treatments such as clot-busting 
thrombolysis and high-tech CT scanning 
equipment. They will receive acute care 


for up to 72 hours, and once stabilised 
they will be transferred to the stroke unit 
nearest their homes for further care and 
rehabilitation. It means patients will receive 
specialist care in the first critical hours after 
they suffer a stroke but are closer to their 
homes and families for the majority of their 
stay in hospital. 

Trust chief executive Dr Chris Streather 
said: “This is great news for the trust and 
for our patients. Stroke is the second largest 
killer across London, and the population that 
we serve has one of the highest incidences 
of stroke. This unit means we can offer 
specialist treatment and high-tech facilities 
locally that will significantly improve 
outcomes for many patients.”
